SIR Tony Baldry has described his 
82-year-long career as MP for North 
Oxfordshire as “a great adventure”. 

He officially stepped down from the 
role last Thursday when parliament 
dissolved ahead of the General Election 
on May 7. 

As MP, apost he has held continuously 
since 1983, he represented 90,000 people, 
two large towns and 50 villages. Speak- 
ing at the Whately Hall hotel, Banbury, 
on Friday, he said: “It’s been enormous 
fun and a great privilege. 

“The greatest challenge for me now 
will be being silent. Over three decades 
I have looked after a chunk of England 
and been concerned with everything 
happening in Banbury, Bicester and 
the surrounding villages. Now I have to 
hand that to my successor. It’s no long- 


er for me to intervene or speak. As my 
wife kept saying, ‘you might once have 
been a proud peacock — you’re now just 
a feather duster’.” 

Sir Tony plans to remain in Bloxham 
with wife Pippa, and continue as a prac- 
tising barrister in London. He has been 
volunteering with the Royal Voluntary 
Service and will shortly become a pa- 
tron of Katharine House Hospice in 
Banbury. 

He said: “I'll have quite a bit of spare 
time now. I think my life will be just as 
active, but with different things.” 

Born in 1950, Sir Tony was educated at 
Leighton Park School, a Quaker school 
in Reading. He studied law at the Uni- 
versity of Sussex before beginning his 
political career in the May 1974 General 
Election, as personal assistant to then- 
Chief Secretary of the Treasury Mau- 
rice MacMillan, then aide to Margaret 
Thatcher. 

As leader of the opposition, Thatcher 
entrusted her 24-year-old assistant to 
be her link with the Britain in Europe 
Campaign, and the “Yes” Campaign for 
the 1975 EU referendum. He said: “It 
was an amazing privilege. At the time, 
with the arrogance of youth, I didn’t re- 
alise how daunting it was.” 

Sir Tony first stood for election in 1979 
in the Labour safe seat of Thurrock be- 
fore being selected as a candidate for 
Banbury in 1981 and winning the seat 
in the 1983 election. 

He was made a minister in the De- 
partment of Energy in 1990 and helped 
John Wakeham privatise the electricity 
industry. Later he moved to the Depart- 
ment for the Environment and in 1995 
was promoted to Minister of State at 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food. 

In 2012 he was knighted for services to 
political and public life.

QUEEN of cakes Mary Berry 
recalled her wartime memories at 
the launch of a new exhibition at 
Upton House, near Banbury. 

The Banking for Victory project, 
which opened to the public on 
Friday, sees Upton House partly 
returned to its Second World War 
state. 

In 1939 it became home to 
merchant bank M Samuel and Co, 


which took over the mansion to 
protect 22 bank staff and assets 
from London air raids. 

A total of 12 rooms were 
recreated to show people what life 
was like during the conflict. At 
the time the Long Gallery was a 
typing pool. 

A bus took staff to Banbury at 
the weekends, with each supplied 
with wellington boots. Armed 


servicemen guarded prisoners of 
war in the grounds. 

Mary, who judges BBC1’s The 
Great British Bake Off and has 
just turned 80, spoke of her own 
memories of war at an official 
launch on Thursday. 

She said: “I can remember 
collecting shrapnel. We had gas 
masks, but we never wore them. 
Everything stopped at eight

o’clock in the morning to listen to 
the news; radio was so important. 
Ican remember Churchill’s 
voice.” 

Julie Smith, general manager at 
Upton House, said: “This was a 
brilliant launch of a project that 
promises to be exciting 
throughout the next two years.

Stabbing case trio told 
ect prison terms 


to exp

THREE young men are fac- 
ing lengthy prison sentences 
for an “appalling” attack that 
ended in a man being repeat- 
edly stabbed. 

Corey Reid, 18, of Verney Road, 
Banbury, and a 17-year-old who 
cannot be named, were found 
guilty of wounding with intent on 
Monday. 

At the start of the trial their co- 
defendant Nathan Hawkins, 26, 
of no fixed address, admitted a 
“vicious” knife attack on Adam 
Cyruszys. 

The stabbing happened in the 


Causeway, Banbury, in the early 
hours of February 12 last year. 

The two teenagers denied punch- 
ing and kicking Mr Cyruszys 
while Hawkins stabbed him in the 
face, elbow, side and back. 

But following a trial at Oxford 
Crown Court they were both 
unanimously convicted by a jury. 

Mr Cyruszys told the jury the at- 
tack happened after the three de- 
fendants pushed over his wheelie 
bin and he approached them out- 
side his home. 

He said: “[Hawkins] put his 
hand in his pocket and pulled out 
a knife and shouted that he was 
going to kill me. 

“I turned round and started 
to run away, but I was wearing 


flip flops and because it had just 
rained I slipped and fell over. 

“I got up and started running 
away. At that point those two who 
were hiding behind the car caught 
up with me and started hitting 
me.” 

He told the jury Hawkins then 
started stabbing him and the 
knife remained lodged in his back 
while trying to crawl away. 

Initially Hawkins was charged 
with attempted murder, which 
was dropped when he pleaded 
guilty to wounding with intent. 

Prosecutor Gavin Holme told 
Judge Ian Pringle that Reid had 
previous convictions for crimi- 
nal damage and a public order of- 
fence. But Judge Pringle said this 


offence was “appalling” and in “a 
quite different category” to any- 
thing either defendant had done 
before. 

He told the two defendants: “You 
have been convicted of a very se- 
rious offence. 

“Tt is inevitable you will both 
receive custodial sentences of 
some length.” But after hearing 
arguments from their barristers 
he agreed to release them on con- 
ditional bail. 

Both will have electronically 
tagged curfews between 8am and 
8pm. 

All three defendants will be sen- 
tenced on May 5 at Oxford Crown 
Court. Hawkins is in custody.

NINE of Oxfordshire’s treas- 
ured historic churches have 
won £900,000 for repairs between 
them. 

Banbury’s Grade I-listed St Mary’s 
Church was awarded £100,000 to fix 
a roof leak which was threatening to 
ruin Victorian wall paintings. 

The other eight are beneficiaries of 
Chancellor George Osborne’s roof re- 
pair fund. 

They will get £368,200 between them 
for “urgent” roof repairs. 

St Nicholas Church in Britwell Sa- 
lome was told by a CofE architectural 
inspector in November it was “only a 
matter of time” before its roof fell off. 

Church warden Dr Sue Granger 
said there was widespread corrosion 
in the original 19th-century nails 
holding in the roof’s red clay tiles 
above the nave and chancel. 

She said: “The inspector said it was 
only a matter of time before the tiles 
went completely and the whole roof 
just slipped off. 

“That would be pretty catastrophic 
in terms of public safety and leaving 


the church open to the elements. 

“We panicked slightly and thought 
‘what can we do?” 

Within days, the Chancellor an- 
nounced his Listed Places of Wor- 
ship: Roof Repair Fund and invited 
applications. 

Dr Granger said she and a small 
team from the church rushed the ap- 
plication to get it in by the January 
deadline. 

They got an estimate and were told 
the full cost of repairing the roof 
would be about £64,000. 

The Grade I-listed church had just 
over £20,000 to fund it, so they asked 
the Government for £43,200. 

Dr Granger said: “We have been ex- 
tremely fortunate — this will make life 
immeasurably easier. 

“There has been worship on this site 
for thousands of years, and this will 
allow us to keep our church open.” 

St Nicholas rector, Rev Christopher 
Evans said: “This is very, very good 
news — we’re delighted. 

“It will help secure the future of the 
church.” 

St John the Baptist CofE Church, 
Stanton St John, was given £28,800; 
St Mary’s Church, Black Bourton, 
won £20,500; and St Denys’ Church, 
Northmoor, got £36,700. 

St Swithun’s Church, Merton, has 
been given £99,200; St Mary’s Church, 
Wantage, will get £26,600 and St Mar- 
garet, Mapledurham, was awarded 
£13,200.

After the debate, student Hugh 
Leather said: “I will be voting 
for the first time, and plan to use 
my vote, but I would benefit from 
more information about what each 


party stands for and wants to do. 

“T didn’t have a clear idea of who 
Iam going to vote for before today, 
and I still haven’t made my mind 
up.” 

Millie Proud, 17, of Epwell, said: 
“T was disappointed with the can- 
didates. I would have thought that 
they would have done their home- 
work on the college and the issues 
facing young people. They referred 
to us as children or kids, which felt 
patronising. 

“Politicians need to interact 
more with the people they are 
meeting with, particularly if they 
want to engage younger people.” 

Fellow student Dan Putt, 17, of 
Fringford, said: “The Green Par- 
ty and Health Action Party were 
focused on the local community, 
which connected more with me. 

“IT think people are put off from 
voting because they don’t have 
confidence that politicians will do 
what they say they will do.” 

Each representative read a short 
manifesto before answering ques- 
tions from the floor. 

Banbury Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Richard Hunter said: 
“It was great to have the students 
involved. Lowering the voting age 
is something worth looking at — if 
you can get people interested from 
an early age, you are setting things 
up for the future.”

It was originally forecast that Oxford 
would see winds of up to 50mph and 
the estimate was then lowered to about 
40mph. 

Fencing was blown over in 
Frideswide Square, in Oxford, and 
trees blocked pathways off Hythe 
Bridge Street, in Oxford, and in The 
Broadway, Kidlington. 

County council spokesman Paul 
Smith said: “A total of 23 trees fell, or 
partially fell, on highways overnight 
due to high winds. 

“The council had specialist teams 
ready to deal with problems.” 

Other fallen trees blocked the A4260 
Oxford Road, at Adderbury, near 
Banbury, the A4260 Oxford Road, at 
Steeple Aston, near Bicester, and the 
A4155 at Reading Road, Lower 
Shiplake, near Henley. 

Met Office forecasters said the strong 
winds were due to ease last night and 


today. 


They added that the day would see 
sunny spells with scattered showers. 
Dry weather is forecast to return on 


Saturday.

Burglary figures fall 
but vigilance urged

THE number of house 
burglaries across Cher- 
well is falling but the pub- 
lic needs to stay vigilant, 
Thames Valley police has 
said. 

In the past year, a total of 
201 burglaries to dwellings 
were reported in the district, 
a reduction of 14.8 per cent 
on the previous year’s 236. 

Of these, about 32 per cent 
were solved by police, nota- 
bly higher than the force- 
wide detection rate of 19.6 
per cent. 


Det Sgt James Bonner, from 
Banbury CID, said last week: 
“For such a massive area, 
such a small number of of- 
fences is great.” 

He cited “robust manage- 
ment” of prolific offenders, 
who often commit other 
crimes such as shoplifting 
alongside burglaries, as a 
key reason for the drop. 

Det Sgt Bonner added 201 
offences were still too many, 
and next year early preven- 
tion would be a key focus. 

He said: “Burglary dwell- 
ings is a priority, because it’s 
such an invasion of privacy 
and really affects people.” 

He urged people to report 
anything suspicious to po- 
lice, even what appeared to 
be “irrelevant minutiae”. 

Jade Hewitt, neighbour- 
hood sergeant for Ruscote, 
Hardwick and _ Neithrop, 
said people needed to be 
more careful in the sum- 


mer months when windows 
and doors are typically left 
unlocked during lighter eve- 
nings. 

During routine checks last 
year her team found 80 un- 
locked doors. 

She said: “The elderly 
in particular need to be 
more proactive with put- 
ting chains on the doors. We 
can’t be in every street all 
the time; crime prevention 
starts at home.” 

As part of the force’s Emp- 
ty Car campaign, officers 
have taken to the streets in 
recent months, placing notic- 
es on cars that are unsecure 
or where items are clearly on 
show inside. The notices are 
discreet and cannot be read 
from outside the car. 

Officers are appealing for 
information on a Banbury 
burglary that took place be- 
tween 12.30pm and 2.30pm 
on Saturday, March 21, in 


Causeway. Thames Valley 
Police said the thieves forced 
entry through a rear door 
and stole jewellery, includ- 
ing a gold engagement ring 
with diamonds on it, a white 
iPhone 4 and cash. 

Meanwhile, Matthew Reid, 
from Mawle Court in George 
Street, and Connor Farley, 
from George Street, both 18, 
and a teenage boy have been 
charged in connection witha 
Banbury burglary. 

The charges relate to a bur- 
glary in the early hours of 
January 12 at a property in 
Dorchester Grove where an 
iPad, an iPhone 4S and cash 
were taken. 

Reid appeared at Banbury 
Magistrates’ Court on Fri- 
day and was bailed to ap- 
pear at Oxford Crown Court 
on April 10. Farley and the 
17-year-old have been bailed 
to appear at Banbury Magis- 
trates’ Court on April 9. 


Teen’s threat to 
burn down his 


ex's Caravan 


A TEENAGER who 
threatened to burn down his 
ex-partner’s caravan has been 
given a suspended sentence 
after admitting affray. 

Alex Tobin, 19, of Station 
Caravan Park in Station 
Approach, Banbury, had an 
argument with his 
ex-girlfriend on January 18 in 
which he grabbed two knives 
from a draining board, Oxford 
Crown Court was told. 

Tobin, who appeared via 
video link on Friday, admitted 
affray, having an article with 
a blade or point, and two 
counts of criminal damage. 

The judge, Recorder 
Nicholas Goodwin QC, told 
Tobin: “You grabbed two 
knives from the draining 
board and threatened to burn 
the caravan down. 

“You have behavioural 
problems, a long history of 
depression and are on the 
autistic spectrum. 

“During a period on remand 
you started taking medicine 
again and as a result have 
improved. 

“Tam imposing a sentence 
of detention but suspending 
it. You will be released from 
prison and will have the 
opportunity to demonstrate 
you will not commit further 
offences.” 

Tobin was sentenced to four 
months’ jail for affray, 
suspended for 18 months with 
an 18-month supervision 
requirement, including 
attending a Building Better 
Relationships programme. 

He was also sentenced to 
four months’ jail for having 
an article with a blade or 
point, suspended for 18 
months with the same 
supervision requirements. 
For the criminal damage, he 
was sentenced to one month 
in prison, suspending for 18 
months, with the same 
supervision requirements.

AN MEP for the South East of 
England and representing Oxford- 
shire at the European Union has 
said she will continue in office 
despite being expelled from her 
party.

The Sun newspaper, allegedly ob- 
taining an invoice from a restau- 
rant for a sum more than three 
times the actual cost of an event, 
apparently with the intention of 
claiming it on expenses. 

The video footage is currently 
being reviewed by Kent and Es- 
sex police forces. 

Late last week a party spokes- 
man said: “Janice Atkinson MEP 
and Christine Hewitt have been 
found to have brought the party 
into disrepute. 

“As a result, they have been 
expelled from the UK Independ- 
ence Party. 

“They have 14 days to launch 
and appeal against this deci- 
sion.”

TWO charities working in Ban- 
bury have joined just three other 
organisations across the South 
East to benefit from the latest 
round of the Big Lottery Fund. 

Oxfordshire-wide charity Style Acre 
received a £271,874 three-year grant to 
commence its work with adults with 
learning disabilities in Banbury. 

The money will be spent on improv- 
ing services at the charity’s new Ban- 
bury base, which is due to open in 
May.

At full capacity the 
facility will support 80 or 90 adults 
with learning disabilities. The fund- 
ing will go towards payment for two 
Banbury staff members, including 
the manager, a car and other services.

tory in Ruscote Avenue contributing 
furniture such as desks, and Hawkins 
Steel Ltd offering to set up a work ex- 
perience programme. 

Chief executive Kate Little said: 
“We're looking forward to working 
with employers in the area to find 
training and work opportunities for 
the people we will support. We are 
incredibly grateful to the people of 
Banbury for being supportive and 
look forward to developing closer re- 
lationships.” 

The Big Lottery Fund is responsible 
for giving out 40 per cent of the mon- 
ey raised by the National Lottery, and 
invests more than £650 million a year 
in projects for health, education, en- 
vironment and charitable purposes. 

The other organisation to get the 
grant was Home-Start, based in Bri- 
tannia Road, which received £116, 872. 

The charity promotes the welfare of 
families with at least one child under 
five years of age, offering emotional 
and practical support to prevent fam- 
ily crisis. 

Senior organiser Jane Skelton said: 
“We have been in receipt of a grant 
before and applied for a continuation 
fund.We are thrilled.” 

The money will bolster Home- 
Start’s services in Chipping Norton 
and surrounding villages.

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Fire service 
tracking move 


THE computer system used to track 
fire engines in Oxfordshire is set to 
be merged with one in Hampshire, 
at a cost of £60,000. 

If the measure is approved by 
Oxfordshire County Council, it 
could be in place by July 1, chief 
fire officer Dave Etheridge said. 

The move is in response toa 
merger the county council — which 
oversees the fire service — agreed 
with Hampshire County Council 
last July. 

That will see large parts of the 
council’s office departments move 
to an “integrated business centre” 
in Winchester from July this year. 

The council said it would save 
£700,000 a year. 

Oxfordshire’s fire service 
expected to have the system ready 
for testing in late May and 
operational by July, he added. 

It will run for a period of five 
years and then be reviewed. 

After the initial set-up cost of 
£60,000, Mr Etheridge said the 
scheme was expected to cost £20,000 
per year.

Record numbers join 
in annual birdwatch

RESULTS flew in from across Ox- 
fordshire for this year’s RSPB Big 
Garden Birdwatch, with the rising 
number of volunteers as striking as 
that of the birds. 

A total of 9,511 people in the coun- 
ty lent their eyes for an hour a day 
during the weekend of January 24 
and 25. Of these, 4,611 responses 
were received. 

Twitchers grabbed their bin- 
oculars to record how birds and 
other wildlife are faring in gardens 
across the nation. 

Participants counted the number 
of birds in their garden or local 
park, sending back their observa- 


tions via a form, or through a live 
online ‘bird counter’. 

Joe Harris, warden at the RSPB 
Otmoor nature reserve in Beckley, 
said: “I’ve taken part in the Big 
Garden Bird Watch for the last five 
years and it’s always exciting wait- 
ing to see what is going to turn up. 

“Wood pigeons and magpies were 
my most common visitors this year, 
but a few smaller birds such as blue 
tits and robins paid me a visit too. 
It’s always a hot topic of conversa- 
tion in the office the day after, to see 
who saw what in their garden. 

“BGBW is a great example of 
‘citizen science’ and is an easy and 
fun way for people to help monitor 
trends in bird populations, helping 
build up a picture of how garden 


bird species are coping with our 
changing environment. I would en- 
courage everyone to get involved 
with next year’s survey.” 

RSPB’s regional spokesman Fen 
Gerry said: “We are thrilled that 
over 2,000 more people from across 
Oxfordshire this year took part in 
RSPB’s Big Garden Birdwatch mak- 
ing the total a whopping 9,511, a fan- 
tastic result. 

“The very fact that people across 
Oxfordshire are getting out to count 
their garden birds and provide the 
RSPB with significant data puts us 
all in a stronger position to work 
together to provide more suitable 
homes for nature.” 

The most common bird spotted in 
Oxfordshire was the house sparrow, 


with 3.8 recorded on average per 
person per hour, up on last year’s 
3.4. This was in line with national 
findings. 

Blackbirds and blue tits came in 
at a close second and third and were 
on the increase, with a respective 
average of 2.8 and 2.5 seen per hour. 

Goldfinches and chaffinches fared 
less well, with fewer than two spot- 
ted per person per hour, and green- 
finches nowhere to be seen on Ox- 
fordshire’s most-spotted list. 

The average Oxfordshire viewer 
saw a single robin each day, on av- 
erage 1.4, making it the seventh 
most-seen variety, up from 10th last 
year. The average number of rob- 
ins across the UK was at its highest 
since 2011. 


Big Plan to support people 
who have learning disabilities 


PLANS to help people with learn- 
ing disabilities live and work in the 
community were passed by Oxford- 
shire County Council. 

The county council announced its 
Big Plan, where it set out its agenda 
for providing learning disability 
services for the next three years. 

Part of the plan is to help find peo- 
ple with learning disabilities and 
autism voluntary or paid work in 
the community. 

Chairman of adult social ser- 
vices, councillor Judith Heathcoat, 
said: “People want to actually make 


a contribution and become part of 
the community. A lot of these peo- 
ple just want to live normal lives.” 

The county council has said that it 
will allow families and people with 
learning disabilities to have a great- 
er say over where they live and how 
they receive the care they require. 

Full details of how this will be 
actioned will be decided by Septem- 
ber, and the Big Plan will come into 
force by January 2016. 

It is the result of a consultation of 
nearly 700 members of the public 
and service users.

A COUNTY occupational health 
team has been commended for the 
high standard of its service.

Head of occupational health at 
the trust, Roz O’Neil, said: “This 
accreditation sets out our 
commitment to continual 
improvement for the way the 
occupational health team works.

broadband is rolled out

SUPERFAST broadband being 
rolled out across the county has 
reached the milestone of 40,000 
premises covered, though some 
fear still being lumbered with 
slow speeds. 

Last Friday, the 200th cabinet went 
live in North Oxfordshire, giving an- 
other 200 homes access to a faster In- 
ternet connection. 

The £30.1 million Better Broadband 
for Oxfordshire programme is a part- 
nership between the county council 
and BT. 

It aims to give 71,000 homes and busi-

nesses access to superfast broad- 
band speeds of 24 megabits per 
second (Mbs) and above by the 
end of 2017. 

The current average home 
broadband speed is about 12Mbs. 

Following the latest launch, 
county council leader Ian Hud- 
speth said a rapid Internet con- 
nection was “increasingly be- 
coming a vital part of modern 
living”. 

Regional director for BT 
broadband partnerships Steve 
Henderson said: “This is a huge 
engineering undertaking and 
the roll-out is progressing ex- 
tremely well. 

“Whether it’s children do- 
ing their homework or playing 
games online, grandparents 
staying in touch with families 
on the other side of the world 
or people working or running 
a business from home - every- 
thing is easier.” 

But people in some areas of 
the county remain unconvinced 
they will reap any benefit from 
the programme. 


The Government’s policy is 
to provide broadband to 95 per 
cent of UK homes by December 
2017, but some of the five per 
cent left behind include parts of 
Oxfordshire such as Godington, 
northeast of Bicester, Uffington 
village and Fernham. 

Roger Truelove, who runs 
horse breeder and provider God- 
ington Stud, said he expected 
the situation in rural areas 
would not change. 

Mr Truelove said he had an 
Internet speed of about 3.5Mbs, 
adding: “It’s adequate, for 10 
years ago. 

“It’s okay for browsing, as 
long as it’s nothing complicated, 
but it’s very restrictive when it 
comes to doing anything with 
video or uploading files.” 

He said that although the area 
was scheduled to have faster 
broadband by the end of the 
year, the cabinet would be placed 
in Stratton Audley village, about 
3.5km away. 

He said: “It won’t make any 
difference. 


“Businesses and consumers 
need high-capacity broadband. 
A lot of businesses have aban- 
doned paper and assume you 
have a high-speed connection, 
and it has to be high-speed oth- 
erwise it’s unusable.” 

In Uffington, Fox & Hounds 
pub and bed and breakfast em- 
ployee Graham Healy said the 
building was the only one in the 
High Street to have a broadband 
connection. 

He said: “People come in here 
wanting to use our Internet — 
and the more people that do 
that, the slower it goes.” 

Schoolchildren at Christopher 
Rawlins primary school, Ad- 
derbury, were given an insight 
into the technology by BT Open- 
reach engineers before the Ox- 
ford Road switch-on. 

Pictured here with the old 
copper cable and new replace- 
ment, Rory Archibald-Hudson, 
10, said: “We are really excited 
about the new broadband. It was 
cool to be able to handle the ca- 
ble and fibre node.”

The Spongebob Movie: Sponge 
Out of Water 
(U, 93 mins) 


EEE 

IN the pantheon of animated films 
about absorbent bathroom prod- 
ucts dressed in pleasingly geomet- 
ric undergarments, The Sponge- 
Bob SquarePants Movie stands 
tall. 

The 2004 feature film was a guilty 
pleasure, retaining all of the madcap 
charm of the Nickelodeon cartoon se- 
ries created by Stephen Hillenburg. 

Over a decade later, SpongeBob and 
the residents of Bikini Bottom hit dry 
land in this deranged sequel, which 
splices colourful animation and live 
action. 

Familiarity with the TV incarnation 
certainly helps because at its worst, 
Glenn Berger and Jonathan Aibel’s 
script is a psychedelic mess that defies 
reasoning. 

For every trippy interlude, The 
SpongeBob Movie: Sponge Out Of Wa- 
ter also delights with its unabashed 
irreverence, cramming in all of the 
familiar characters plus a flock of sea- 
gulls to squawk the infectious theme 
tune: “Who lives in a pineapple under 
the sea? SpongeBob SquarePants! Ab- 
sorbent and yellow and porous is he? 
SpongeBob SquarePants...’ 

SpongeBob (voiced by Tom Kenny) 
flips burgers in a diner run by the ir- 
repressible Eugene Krabs (Clancy 
Brown), where he is custodian of the 
secret recipe of the Krabby Patty. 

Arch rival Plankton (Doug Law- 
rence) attempts to steal the list of in- 
gredients, but the recipe vanishes into 
thin air. 

In the absence of the famed Krabby 
Patty, Bikini Bottom teeters on the 
brink of apocalypse. 

“The sandwich gods are angry at us,” 
screams scuba-diving squirrel Sandy 
(Carolyn Lawrence). 

Everyone blames Plankton but 
SpongeBob knows he is innocent. 

It transpires that a greedy pirate 
called Burger Beard (Antonio Ban- 
deras) has stolen the recipe using a 
magical book, which allows the salty

seadog to rewrite history. 

Plankton joins forces with his wife 
Karen (Jill Talley) to create a time 
machine to erase Burger Beard’s med- 
dling, but the plan fails. 

Unable to restore balance from be- 
neath the waves, SpongeBob, loyal 
starfish pal Patrick (Bill Fagerbakke), 
Mr Krabs, Sandy and curmudgeonly 
Squidward Tentacles (Rodger Bump- 
ass) venture on to dry land to defeat 
him. 

Burger Beard is armed to the teeth, 
so SpongeBob and co use the magical 
book to adopt superhero identities to 
defeat their nemesis. 

The SpongeBob Movie: Sponge Out 
Of Water doesn’t quite match the pure 
entertainment of the first film but it 
comes close. 

A protracted sequence involving a 
time-travelling dolphin called Bubbles 
(Matt Berry) is perhaps a hallucino- 
genic trip too far. 

Vocal performances are as lively 
as the animation, accompanied by a 
jaunty soundtrack including one up- 
beat song with the lyrics: “It’s better 
when you and me equals we/Working 
together in harmony.”
